CONGRESS 15 SLOM

ADMINISTRATION MEABURES
MAKE LITTLE PROGRESS.

MEMBERS ANXIOUS TO LEA'E

Apprehension of Congress Quitting
Without Passing Measures De-
sired by President,

Washington.—Adminlstration lead
era In congress are beglnning to feel
n good deal of concern over the
chances of putting through the sev:
ernl measures on which Preaident
Taft has set his heart. Hot weather
already has wsettled down upon the
city and stifling days in the executive
halls ‘are’ Bure to create general de
elre among members of congress to
get away.

Many who have hard political bat.
tles In prospect even mow are mak-
ing their plans to go to thelir states
or districts. Nearly all of the Taft
bills are suspended by more or less
uncertain threads. The rallroad bill,
which is pending In both branches, s
not out of danger. The bills were
adopted In the senate and house and
a number of bllls which are almost
certain to be adopted In one branch
or another, will produce measures so
widely different that harmony in con
ference threatens to be utterly out
of the question.

The houee has adopted an amend
ment making provision for ascertain
ing the physical valuatlon of rall
roads, and this Is sure to meet with
determined opposition in the senate
It is sald also that on the final vote
the house Is likely to strike out the
provision for the creation of a com-
merece court, which feature is certain
to be retalned by the senate.

By the time the bill reaches confer

ence Prealdent Taft will bave re
turned to Washington and It Is hoped
he may bring the conference togeth
er by commanding each slde to grant
concesalons, Nothing but the most
determined pressure from the White
house, it s admitted, could accom:
plish a rasult.
* Chalrman Mann of the house com-
mittee and Chalrman Elking of the
senate committee both hope to bring
the bills to their final vote this week
There is but little doubt that Mr.
Muann will stand, but in the senate
there {8 no way In which debate can
be shut off, and it would not be sur
prising if the bill took ten days or
more in this body.

That the administration senators
will put the bill through in about the
same form in which It now appears
on the calendar is indicated by the
vote last week on the, Cummins
amendment relating to traffie agree
ments. :

Supporters of the long and short
haul amendment, which was Intro-
duced by -Senator Dixon, clalm they
have votes emough to Incorporate It
fn the bill. Party llnes will be brok
en In this amendment, in all proba.
bility, and the outcome generally Ia
thought to be uncertain,

| SPECAL SESSION

MR. BRYAN SEES WORK FOR NE.
BRASKA LEGISLATORS,

INITIATIVE AND  REFERENDUM

Letter to Democratic Membera Ask.
ing Their Views In Reference
to the Proposed Extra Session,

Hon. W, J. Bryan has mailed a lot
ter to all domoeratic members of the
last legislature asking them If they
will support an initihtive and refer-
endum resolution for the submission
of a constitutionnl amendmest to
that effect at the genoral election
this fall.

He hos also asked J, H. Mockett,
Jr., president of the Nebraska Direct
Legiglation league to get a poll of the
republican members, The letter fov
most part follows:

My Dear 8Sir: The fallure of the
leglalature to submit the Inltiative
and referendum at Its regular session
has brought county optlon—which is
direct legislation—Iinte the present
camphign, and this question 1s draw-
Ing attention from national issues, It
Is unfortunate that this should be the
cnge at this time when six comgress-
men are to be elected, and when a
genator is to be chosen by the next
legislnture.

Unlesa the mistake made by the
legislature can be remedied, oul par-
ty will be confronted by a very serl-
ous situation. It might promise In its
platform to submit the Inftiative and
referendum at the next sesslon, but it
could hardly expect to be trusted to
submit the measure next ime if with
a demoeratic governor, senate and
house it is unable to do s0o now, un-
less It declaresa” Its Independence of
gpecial interests.

In my opinion the best way to meet
the situation is by the submission of
the Inltiative and referendum by a
called session of the legislature and
I have no doubt that Governor Shal
lenberger will eall such a special ses-
glon if assured that a majority of
both houses will support the Initia-
tive and referendum . resolution,
which will give to the people the
legiglative machinery through which
they could legislate upon any ques-
ton In which they are Interested. A
called wession would also doubtless
ratily the Income tax amendment.

If it is not possible to submit the
Initiative and peferendum for ratifica.
tion as a constitutional amendment
at the election this fall, nothing is
left for our party to do but to de-
clare for the initiative and referen-
dum and county option In its state
platform this summer. In order to
ascertaln whether an initiative and
referendum regsolution would pass in
case of a speclal session being called,
I take the liberty of submitting the
question to you and to the other dem-
ocratle members of the senate and
house. Please wire me ut once, at
my expense, whether you would be
willing to support such a resolution
at a special session.

In & written statement regarding
his letter to democratic members, Mr.
Bryan says: "1 hope that the dem-
ocratic and republican papers that fa-
vor the Initiative and refefendum
will take the matter up and urge the
pasaage of the Initlative and referen-
dum resolution. It might be well for
the committeemen and all others,
both democrats and republicans, who
are interested In the present cam-
paign, to see these senators and mem-
bers who didn't support the meas-
ure at the last sesslon and point out
to them the lmportance of the special
session, e

Hughes Is Appreciative.

S8TATE FIRE WARDEN

Beeks to Have Instruction In the
Schools,

A, V. Johneon, stata fire warden,
has writlen a letter to State Superin
tendent Bishop suggesting that a day
or an hour of some day each month ba
pol aside for the teachers to ingtruct
thelr pupila about how to prevent fires
and what to do In some emergencies
It 1a Mr. Johnson's |dea that If the
ehildren are taught the dangerons ueo
of gasoline and kerosene and what to
do In case of explosion, as well as how
to prevent fires by keoping refuse
burned and the danger of permitting
old papers to be stacked In an attla
or closet that the lessons now learned
will remain with them always,

Mr, Johinson gave out the lollowing
staternent:

The Nebraska Fire commission,
whosd business it 1s to do everything
posgible for the prevention of fire
waete desires to direct publiec atten-
tlon to the necessity of a  general
cleanup during the spring time, De-
bris that has aecumulated during the
winter months should be thoroughly
cleared away. The reasons for thia
are obvious, one which might be men-
tioned (8 that this debris s often re-
sponsible for spontaneous combustion,
which, more prevalent during the hot
summer months than during the cold-

perianced fire fighters asa one of the
chief emuses of what are called
known fires.”

Too often houses are bullt without
giving proper consideration to attle
ventilation; the hot summer sun beats
on the roof, the heat In the attic be
comes Intense and with the attie filled
with rubblsh, dust, olly rags, highly
varnished pleces ol furniture or other
‘accumulations  gpontaneous combus
tion is a npatural result

Closets are often used for storing
away greasy overalls, old clothes and
olly rags, such closets should be thor-
oughly cleaned and this is particularly
true of the closet under the stairway,
which |8 too often permitted to be
come a fire trap Immediately under
the only way of escape from the upper
stories of the bullding.

This ia the soason for wvarnishing
and painting, henes old rags used for
wiping greasy wood and varnishod sur
faces should be burned; If they must
be saved for future use they should
be kept in an lron receptacle substan-
tinlly covered and set away from the
wood bulldings.

Paint and olly rags, varnish and
waste, used to wipe machinery are
particularly liable to spontaneous com.
bustion.

We desire to suggest that when peo-
ple are removing thelr stoves for the
summer months, If they would be care-
ful to see that the hole in the chim.
ney was stopped with a metal thimble
and not with paper or rags it would
prevent a great many fires,
